“OLD ROMAN FORT. 


‘ VALUABLE RESULTS’ OF ‘- 
-, ." EXCAVATION. 


The complete remains ‘of’ a Ro- |’ 


mar fort of unusual interest have 
been revealed by excavations'on a 
hill site. at Bainbridge, village in 
Wensleydale. Digging has been 
going on at this insolated ‘spot 
among the North: Yorkshire fells 
during the past fortnight, undev’ 
the direction of Professor R. G. 
‘Collingwood, of Oxford,‘and Dr: 
J, L. Kirk, of Pickering, on behalf 
of the Roman’ Antiquities Com- 


«| mittee of the Yorkshire Archaeo- 


logical Society, Jt was known that’ 


the site would. be worth excavat; |: 
“. Hongkong Fire, 6174 b: 


ing, but. the results have proved 
fruitful beyond. expectation. 
The excavations’ hnve been end- 


ed for the season, but enough has |’ 


been done to ‘show that this was 
a fort which was occupied.through- 
out nearly the whole-of the four 
cénturies of.the Roman period. 
Coins and poftery have been found 
which* date back, in unbroken 
sequence, from the latter part of 
the fourth century to the closing 
years of the’ first Scentury A.D. 


Very few sites have yielded evid- | 


ence of such a prolonged oceupa- 
tion, and Professor’ ‘Collingwood is 
of opinion that a completed exea- 
vation would reveal more of the 
history of Roman. Yorkshire than 
could be found on any other site 
kKnown-te him. 

In. the centre of the fort there 
has been excavated the site of the 
regimental chapel, and underneath 
this.was found -the.strong-room 
eight feet below, the level of “the 
floor.. The strong-room erate 
six | feet: by. efght,- and it. 
approached bya passage and 4 
flight of steps. In this sub- 
|terranean . cell were kept 
the . ‘treasure. chests. of the 
Roman,. garrisons. The’ 
‘of what appears to have been the 


|residence of the commandant ‘of. 


the fort has also been uncovered. 
This was'a house witha, court- 
yard, and in the court-yard was 
found a stone which seems to have 
-been‘part of the pedestal of some 
statue. The ‘stone bears’ an, in- 
scription of dedication by some 
regiment -whose name is ‘missing, 
but the name,of the commandant, 
“Titus Aelius G. . .," remains. 
Foundations .of. the stone barrack 
walls and flagged floors have been’ 
exposed, and alao the eastern gate- 
way ta the fort.
